The administration is going 


ahead with plans to help west- 
ern Europe and other non-Com- 
munist countries build up their 
defenses. Mr. Hoover proposed 
cutting off that help until west- 
ern Europe builds a "sure dam" 
of its own against Red aggression. 


The poll of law-makers 
was 


conducted in part before last Fri- 
day's Senate speech in which 
Senator Taft challenged the au- 
thority of President Truman to 
tend American troops overseas as 
part of the European defense 
force without getting the approval 
of Congress first. 


The question asked was intend- 


ed to present in abbreviated terms 
the choice between announced 
policies of the Truman adminis- 
tration and the line of action pro- 
posed by Mr. Hoover.

If They Fit The Rules 
Tax Hits Domestic And Farm Worker

ASHINGTON, Jan. »—People 
employed 
in homes or on 


farms are now under social se- 
curity—if they fit the rules. 


When one of them comes with- 


in the rules, he is "covered" by 
social security. And he and his 
employer pay a tax on hi« earn- 
ings. 


If he works in a covered job 


long enough, he can get a pen- 
sion when he retires or benefits 
for his family if he dies. 


How long is "long enough"? in- 


stead of figuring by weeks or 
years, the government figures by 
quarters. A quarter is a three- 
month period. 


There are four such quarters 


in a year. First quarter—Janu- 
ary, 
February, March; second— 


April, May, June; third—July, 
August, September; fourth—Oc- 
tober, November, December. • 


If you have a certain requir- 


ed number of quarters in a cov- 
ered job to your credit, you're 
entitled to benefits. 


But the rules for domestic, or 


household, 
workers 
and 
farm 


workers are not exactly the same. 


There's a simple test—called 


24-50—to decide whether you, a 
domestic worker, are covered by 
social security. 


You must work at least 24 days 


in a quarter for the same employ- 
er and have been paid $50 in cash 
in that quarter. Things like board 
and lodging cannot be included 
in the $50. 


IF YOU meet that test, then 


every three months a tax of 3 per 
cent on your earnings must be 
paid the government and on so- 
cial security books you get credit 
for a quarter of coverage. 


Your employer must pay at 


least half of the 3 per cent <tax 
—1% per cent—and he deducts 
the other 1% from your pay. Then 


he sends the total 3 per cent into 
the internal revenue collector. 
An employer can pay the whole 
3 per cent tax himself if he 
wishes. 


Under the law it's the employ- 


er who's responsible for turning 
in the tax. This must be done 
every three months. The first 
such tax is due in April. 


Only the first $3,600 of a work- 


er's pay is taxable. There's no 
tax on anything you earn over 
$3,600. Here's a question that's 
been asked: 


Suppose a domestic works at 


least 24 days for one employer, 
24 for another and perhaps 24 
for another—all in one quarter— 
and is paid $50 by cash, what 
happens? In each case the 3 per 
cent tax. must be paid. If at the 
end of the year the worker 
thinks he's been taxed too much, 
he can check with his nearest 
social security office for a re- 
fund, 
j 


And every covered domestic! 


worker must have a social se-1 
curity number. If this means you.i 
and you don't have one, apply j 
for one at your social security of- 
fice. 
| 


Who can be considered a do- 


mestic worker? A cook, maid,; 
gardner, family chauffeur, handy 
man around the house,.;or even a 
baby-sitter if she works parts of 
24 days in a quarter and earns 
$50. 


If you're an employer of a do- 


mestic, you can be sure she is 
not covered—so far as you're con-' 
cerned—if she works for you only:

••And you also must have been 


paid $50 in that quarter after the 
preliminary one. The tax on you 
is the same as on domestic work- 
ers—3 per cent on the first $3,- 
600 of your pay. The farm owner 
must turn it in every three 
months. 


He puts up l>/4 per cent him- 


self and deducts 1% from your 
pay, or he can pay the whole 3 
per cent tax himself. 


If you switch farmers, your 


social security stops until you've 
worked for the new boss one pre- i 
liminary quarter, plus at least 60 j 
days in the following quarter. 


Best advice to a puzzled farm 


owner: Write at once to your in-' 
ternal revenue collector for his 
circular "A" which answers your 
problems. This puts you on his 
mailing list. Every three months 
he'll send you a tax return form. 


Anyone working in a non-farm 


home is called a domestic worker 
and comes under the rules for 
domestics. Anyone employed in 
a farm home, like a cook or maid, 
comes under the rules for farm 
workers. .
